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Get real, Honest Abe: DePaul scholar thinks vampires 
would’ve been no match for the burly president

If it came to blows with a vampire, Illinois’ na- 
tive son would have kicked some ass . 

That’s the gist of an assessment from De- 
Paul University professor Mark Pohlad, an 
Abraham Lincoln historian, 
who on Monday played 
along when RcdEye called 
to get his take on the newly 
re le 3 sc d t r a i 1c r h > i 4 Ab raha m 
Lincoln : Vampire Hunter. ” 

Though it’s a generally 
accepted historical fact that 
Unco In slayed exactly zero 
vampires during his lifetime, 

Pohlad says the idth presi- 
dent might have had a better 
chance against the blood- 
sucking creatures of the night 
than some might think, 

A trailer for the film, based 


on a book of the same tide, was released 
Monday (the day after Lincoln’s birthday) and 
depicts the president exploding a tree with a 
single swing of an ax, jumping from darning 
train cars and even covering his head with 
the iconic top hat in slow- mo — ail between 
gravity-defying fights with 
vampires. 

Td want Abraham Lincoln 
if I had to go k ick some vam- 
pire ass,” Pohlad said. “If he 
had my back, I'd feel pretty 
good about that/’ 

The associate professor of 
art history has spent the past 
three years studying the life 
of Lincoln through photo- 
graphic and artistic imagery 
giving lectures on Lincoln’s 
Chicago connections and 
compiling material for a 
book on the subject. From 


what he’s learned, he said, Lincoln wasn’t 
lanky In fact, splitting rails and other manual 
labor kept the former president in better 
shape than many at the time expected. 

“When they took his shirt off after his as- 
sassination, everyone was kind of startled, his 
arms were pretty buff,” he said. 

While Pohlad said he sees dropping a trail- 
er on Lin coin’s holiday to hawk a big-budget 
movie as disrespectful to president’s legacy, 
the man himself might be amused. 

"There’s no other American historical fig- 
ure that’s as loved,” he said. “But I got to tell 
you, he would have smiled. ... He would have 
gotten a kick out of it.” 

There are a few things about Lincoln that 
make a film with the tagline “President by day, 
hunter by night” not as completely absurd as 
it sounds, Pohlad said. Honest Abe was su- 
perstitious, and he believed in the power of 
dreams, premonitions and charms. He built 
a reputation in his hometown as a wrestler, 
grew up performing manual labor and used his 
axmanship as part of his political campaigns 
to relate to the everyman. Pohlad surmises 
that if it came down to a fistfight between 


Lincoln and assassin John Wilkes Booth, Abe 
would have won hands down. 

“The other thing people should know about 
Lincoln is he was a really passionate guy; he felt 
things really deeply” he said. “l ie was a guy that 
was really fiery and tormented and ambitious. 
It was a rough world and he came from that.” 

Pohlad took some time to watch the trailer 
Monday, and said there are things it got right 
and things it didn’t. The Capitol building re- 
mains under construction, which was accu- 
rate for the time period— though a shot of the 
completed Washington monument was not. 
The voice of the actor playing Lincoln is too 
low, Pohlad said, as the president was known 
to have a higher-pitched tone. 

But there’s one large, rather obvious inac- 
curacy 

“The biggest thing, of course, is that Lin- 
coln as a vampire hunter is so absurd,” he said. 
“But it’s fun, it’s kind of cool to think about.” 

‘Abraham Lincoln: Vampire Hunter” is 
set to be released June 22 , and is directed by 
Timur Bekmambetov, who produced the film 
alongside Tim Burton.

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CAN WHAT YOU EAT SPICE THINGS UP BETWEEN THE SHEETS? 


Ah, booze. Use 
in moderation, 
experts say.

You’ve heard about the romantic properties of oysters, 
but what about asparagus? 

Cayenne pepper? 

Saffron? 

When it comes to in-the-mood foods, it turns out 
there’s a lot couples order on Valentine’s Day if they’re 
hoping to get more than the check at the end of the meal. 
Romance-inspiring dishes have been a part of human lore 
for centuries, from the truffles prized by ancient Greeks 
and Romans to the death by chocolate cake you can get 
today in Chicago. 

The foods — aphrodisiacs, you might call them— are 
said to inspire physical reactions that get men and women 
in the mood for love, improve their staying power in bed 
or make them just plain sexier. The appeal is pretty obvi- 
ous. 

“Humans have understood all along the role that food 
plays not only in their health and wellness but also in their 
sexual life,” said Kantha Shelke, a food chemist and a prin- 


cipal at Chicago-based nutrition think tank Corvus Blue. 
She points to media personalities such as Oprah and Dr. 
Oz as the latest players in a long tradition of linking food 
to outcomes in life, whether it’s sexual desire, longevity or 
even fertility 

“We all think that maybe we are missing out on some- 
thing,” Shelke said. “So we are looking for it in our food.” 

And while there’s no automatic pants-dropping that 
comes after eating any of these aphrodisiac foods, evidence 
shows some do create a legitimate neurological change in 
our bodies. Your face might flush, you could feel warm. 
Maybe, Shelke said, your body will even tingle all over. 

“We do eat many foods that create that kind of meta- 
bolic or physiological response in us. We are only aware 
of it when we are in a quieter setting with” someone we’re 
attracted to, Shelke said. “It’s not just reaching an orgasm, 
but it’s more level of heightened sensuality, and that is 
something that food can actually bring to us.” 

For those seeking a shortcut to their date’s heart this 
Valentine’s Day Shelke said, there are some common 
characteristics to look for: appearance, smell and taste. 


Oysters 

There are plenty of well-deserved rea- 
sons for their reputation, including their 
treasure-like appearance and their re- 
semblance to a female body part. 


Chocolate 


Wine 


The evocative smell, the texture and the stimu- 
lant properties of chocolate all make it a good 
option. Something like the spices in a Mexican 
hot chocolate intensify the effect. 


Avocado 


This food’s got it all: a long history 
of being considered an aphrodisi- 
ac, a pleasing smooth and creamy 
texture and a teardrop shape that 
mimics the curves of a body. Eat it 
in combinations with things such 
as black pepper or honey to up

of champagne with straw- 
berries in them

“Heart-shaped foods tend to be very popular,” Shelke 
said, noting the sexy reputation enjoyed by figs and ar- 
tichokes. “Historically we’ve liked food that looks like 
that.” 

When it comes to smells, it’s more difficult to gen- 
eralize, she says. It’s all about memories. Take, for ex- 
ample, someone who has positive associations with the 
smell of his mom’s chocolate chip cookies. When he 
comes across an ingredient that evokes that memory- 
brown sugar, for instance— the happiness he felt then 


might be recalled, causing him to experience a plea- 
surable feeling eating dinner with his partner. Others 
might have a powerful connection to baking bread or 
mac ’n’ cheese. The affinity for particular flavors also is 
very personal. 

“Just as there are people who like sweet, there are 
people who like savory,” Shelke said. Whatever your 
particular trigger, the feeling of happiness is the same. 
“In some people, very hot spices, the habanero pep- 
pers, the jalapeno peppers also release a similar kind of 
emotion.” 

Whether you’re a fan of sweet or savory some ingre- 
dients just tend to do the trick, Shelke said. Here are 
io of the top food items she called out for their par- 
ticularly sexy properties.

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Cops charged in sting 


Two officers accused of 
stealing what they thought 
were drug proceeds

I le appeared to be an easy mark— a homeless 
ex-con with almost ioo arrests. 

So the drug dealers used him to move their 
cash around from spot to spot. And two Chi- 
cago police officers used him too, authorities 
said. But instead of working him for informa- 
tion to get to the bad guys, the cops stole drug 
proceeds from the courier and then paid him 
for tipping them off to the opportunity, ac- 
cording to federal charges unsealed Monday 
What the two veteran officers, Sgt. Ronald 
Watts and Officer Kallatt Mohammed, didn't 
know until their arrests Sunday night was that 
it was all a sting set up by the FRI t 
“Never doubt brother. Who always takes 
care of you?" a criminal complaint quoted one 
of the officers telling the FBI informant in an 


THE INFORMANT 

The criminal complaint identifies the key 
informant in the case as homeless and liv- 
ing on the streets of Chicago. The individual 
has a lengthy criminal record-99 arrests 
and 16 convictions, many for drug offenses. 
According to the complaint, the informant 
has been paid $3,250 by the FBI for his un- 
dercover work. 


undercover recording as the officer paid him 
his cut for helping to rip off what the officers 
thought was a drug dealer. 

On Monday Watts, 48, an 18 -year police 
veteran, and Mohammed, 47, who has 14 years 
with the department, appeared in federal court 
with their hands cuffed on a charge of theft of 
government funds. With the agreement of 
prosecutors, both were released on their own 
recognizance. 

As the two Wentworth District tactical unit 
officers left the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse, they 


took off running in a bid to elude cameramen 
and photographers. But in an odd moment, 
plainclothes Chicago police officers briefly 
stopped Mohammed to question why he was 
running downtown. 

Chicago police said Watts and Mohammed 
have been stripped of their police powers and 
suspended without pay pending the outcome 
of the federal investigation. 

The department’s Internal Affairs Division 
assisted the FBI in the undercover investiga- 
tion, authorities said. 

Just last month, Watts was elected financial 
secretary of the police sergeants association af- 
ter running unopposed for the union post, said 
Sgt. Jim Ade, its president. The union will seek 
Watts’ resignation, according to Ade. 

Robert Kuzas, Watts’ attorney said his cli- 
ent is the father of three grown children and 
had served in the Army 

“Ron has an unblemished record with the 
Police Department,’’ he said. “These are unfor- 
tunate allegations.’’

$650M in Illinois transit 
funding in jeopardy 


Chicago Tribune 

Chicago-area public transit advocates pre- 
sented a bipartisan front Monday in favor of 
changing key elements of a Republican-led 
transportation bill that would cut funding for 
bus and train service as well as for roads and 
highways. 

A vote on the House transportation legis- 
lation could take place this week, lawmakers 
said. As it stands, the bill would cut funding 
for Illinois roadways by about $650 million 
and place $450 million for the CTA, Metra 
and Pace at risk by ending the use of gasoline 
taxes for mass transit. 

An agreement dating to the Reagan admin- 
istration guarantees mass transit a 20 percent 
share of the motor fuel tax and other user fees 
in the highway trust fund. 

“It doesn’t have to be like this. We can and 
we must do better,” U.S. Rep. Dan Lipinski 


(D-Ill.) said at a news conference at the Ogil- 
vie Transportation Center. 

He warned that the “risky provisions” in 
the House bill “will be dead on arrival in the 
Senate,” which is considering separate trans- 
portation legislation. 

Lipinski shared the podium with Republi- 
can colleague Robert Dold of the 10th con- 
gressional district, which includes north and 
northwest suburbs. 

“When we look at transportation infra- 
structure, this is not a Republican or a Demo- 
cratic issue. It’s an American issue,” Dold said. 

He said “a couple of positives” in the 
$260 billion House transportation bill should 
remain in the final legislation, including that 
it covers six years and cuts through red tape to 
shorten the time to complete road and transit 
projects. Dold said he supports amending the 
bill and moving it forward.

Surrounded by applauding gay 
couples, Washington Gov, Chris 
Gregoire on Monday signed land- 
mark legislation legalizing same- 
sex marriage in that state. The 
historic event brings Washington 
in line with six other states and the 
District of Columbia, which allow

Obama: Boost spending 


WASHINGTON President Obama called 
on Monday for new spending to boost 
growth and higher taxes on the rich, laying out 
an election-year vision for America in a budget 
that drew heavy fire from Republicans for fail- 
ing to curb huge deficits. 

Obama’s 2013 spending proposal is expected 
to go nowhere in a divided Congress and is 
widely seen as more of a campaign document 
that frames his economic pitch to voters and 
seeks to shift the focus from deficits to eco- 
nomic growth. 

It fleshed out a major theme of his re- 
election campaign: “economic fairness.” lie 
wants wealthier Americans to bear more of 
the burden of slashing a federal deficit that was 
Si trillion-plus tor a fourth year in a row. 

'The budget proposal is a “reflection of 
shared responsibilities,” the president said at a 
campaign-style event in Annandalc, Va., refer- 
ring to his call for a minimum 30 percent tax 


on millionaires. 

Obama would like to use revenue from the 
tax to replace the widely disliked Alternative 
Minimum lax, which Congress must adjust 
annually to avoid hitring the middle class. 

In one of his best platforms to lay out his 
economic priorities before the Nov. 6 election, 
Obama's plan sets aside money to hire more 
teachers, police and firefighters and invest in 
manufacturing, while extending tax breaks to 
spur hiring, in an appeal to voters who remain 
worried about the economic recovery. 

The budget projects deficits remaining high 
this year and next before declining, meaning 
more borrowing that will add more than $7 tril- 
lion to the national debt over the next decade. 

Congress is free to ignore the plan and Re- 
publicans, who control the I louse, have made 
clear that it will be dead on arrival as their 
party prepares an election battle over taxes, 
spending and the size of the government.

Rap may one day help save lives. 

Researchers at Purdue University 
developed an implantable medical sen- 
sor that monitors pressure and does not re- 
quire a battery— its charge comes from the 
low-frequency vibrations of music, with rap 
being the most effective genre, 

“Batteries run out and the other tech- 
niques that people have used to power devices 
like this can have detrimental effects on the 
body,” said Rabak Ziaie, a professor of electri- 
cal, computer and biomedical engineering. 
“In this ease ... all you need is a speaker or 
headphones and music.” 

The sensor is powered by a thin beam— like 
a miniature diving board— that vibrates when 
it's hit with sound within a certain range of 
frequencies. The vibrating beam generates 
electricity When the sound stops, an electri- 
cal charge is sent to the sensor, which takes a 
pressure reading and transmits data as a radio 
signal.

It’s appropriate 
that “Cougar Town” 
finally begins its third 
season on Valentine's 
Day, because the 
charming and won- 
derfully funny sitcom 
always has had love in 
its heart. 

Not just romantic 
love— although there 
is plenty of that in 
the season premiere 
—but also the love 
between family mem- 
bers and between 

friends. 

In Tuesday 's premiere Jules (Courteney 
Cox) feels the gang is mocking her for being 
too predictable— they are— while Grayson 
(Josh I Iopkins}gets serious about his feelings 
toward her. Bobby (Brian Van I lolt) keeps 
finding excuses to visit son Travis (Dan Byrd) 
at the house he's moved into with seven other 
college kids and a homemade “green screen.” 
EUie (Christa Miller) and Andy (Ian Gomez) 
are so disturbed by their “devil baby” that Ellie 
asks Laurie (Busy Philipps) for advice. 

And yes, the entire “cul-de-sac crew” still 
drinks copious amounts of wine together. 
(When Jules asks, ‘Are we only drinking on 
the weekends now?” that gang shouts defi- 
antly, “NoP) 

ITiey still annoy each other, too, but remain 
solid friends anyway— which is the brightly 
written and never overly sentimental premise 
of the series that started out with a decidedly 
different approach. “Cougar 'lb wn" debuted 
to mixed reviews in 2009 as a comedy about 
40 -something Jules dating 20 -something 
guys. But that initial concept was thankfully 
dumped before the end of the first season in

favor of a story about Jules' group of" friends 
who hang out and consume large amounts of 
wine. 

Large numbers of viewers didn't stick with 
the show long enough to see how creator Bill 
Lawrence and his writers transformed it into 
a smart comedy worthy of its former spot on 
Wednesday's schedule with “Modern Family” 
and now it is in danger of being canceled. (So 
tune in!) 

Part of the reason “Cougar Town” wasn’t 
able to sustain ratings is that it remains stuck 
with the misleading title, which Lawrence 
thought about changing, but ABC balked. So 
now the writers simply make fun of it. The 
show's title card Tuesday reads: “Tes, it's still 
called 'Cougar 'lown. 1 We're not happy about 
it either,” 

Viewers can be happy the show is back and 
replacing the awful “Work It," even if only for 
a truncated 15-episode season. “Cougar 'low n" 
returns with its wit, silliness and good-heart- 
edness hilly intact. It's amazing how many 
jokes and goofy moments the writers can fit 
into each scene— expertly played by the fine 
cast— but keep the characters grounded in the 
show's decidedly absurd reality. 

When Lawrence asked 1 witter follow ers for 
possible new show r titles last fall, I suggested 
“Family Jules” not only for the childish double 
entendre (hey, Pm immature, what can I say?), 
but because the series always has struck me as 
a loving tribute to the families we create out 
of friends. 

No matter what happens between mem- 
bers of the cul-de-sac crew, they still love 
each other. And I can drink to that.
